To-morrow is Thanksgiving day and 
custom has sanctioned its universal ob- 
servance in this country.

The occasion, of course, is one of 
feasting and the turkey is the national 
bird. 
How to prepare the fowl may 
puzzle the young housewife so we pro- 
ceed to moralize. 


A Thanksgiving turkey should be a 
young fat hen turkey. 
Take out the 
giblets, which the butcher should have 
previously cleaned and replaced; put 
them in a saucepan with plenty of hot 
water and boil them well. 


To stuff the turkey, soak as much 
bread as you think will be needed, till it 
can be easily mashed, pour off the water 
not absorbed, pressing the bread well 
that it may not be top wet; add to this 
two well beaten eggs, plenty of salt and 
peper; as much summer savory or sweet 
marjoram as you like, two tablespoon- 
fuls of melted butter and a little celery 
salt. 


Lay the turkey on its back and first 
stuff it at the neck, w^ere the crop has 
been drawn. 
The skin should never be 
cut open there, but it always is; so it 
must be sewed up with darning cotton 
after stuffing it out to plumpness; com- 
mon thread tears the tender skin. Then 
stuff the carcass, sew up the opening, 
and grasping the legs firmly push them 
back till the ends of the drumsticks can 
be tied to the rump; the plane where the 
oil bag is cut out makes a groove for the 
string; cut off the small pinion of the 
wings, draw them close to the side of the 
bird, and secure by a string tied just at 
the upper end of the breast bone; tie a 
string about the end of the neck and 
pull it down under the left wing; the 
neck should not be cut off too short for 
this purpose. 
Rub the skin of the tur- 
all over with fine salt, and plentifully 
annoint it with sweet butter. 
Lay it on 
a rack in the dripping pan, and keep 
well basted; roast from two to three 
hours, according to size. 


In all cooking judgment is more need- 
ful than directions, since these must be 
mutable with the sort of oven, the size 
of meat or poultry and the sort of fuel 
used. 
To make the gravy, skim off all 
fat from the liquor in which the giblets 
are boiled, mash the liver and chop the 
gizzard and heart fine, omitting all gris- 
tle and fat; put them back into the liqu jr 
season with salt, pepper, celery salt and 
a small pinch of clove, boil up and 
thicken with a tablespounful of flour 
rubbed smooth in a tablespoonf ul of but- 
ter.

INDIANAPOLIS, NOV. 24.—The Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal 
says the republi- 
can program is now pretty well under- 
etood. 
Tüey will of course organize the 
house, appoint a partisan committee on 
elections, and refer all contests to that 
committee. 
They expect Mr. Robert- 
son to be sworn in aa lieutenant govern- 
or, and thus become the presiding officer 
of the senate, which has a democratic 
majority. 
Under the law, the balloting 
for a United States senator must begin 
on the second Tuesday after the organ- 
ization of the two houses. 
The demo- 
crats will, of course, have their commit- 
tee on elections in the senate to which 
the contests in that body will be re- 
ferred. 
As the democratic plan is to act 
on the defensive, the republicaus propose 
to let things drift along quietly until the 
day before that fixed for electing a sena- 
tor, when they will have their commit- 
tee on elections to report in the house, 
the gag law will be put in operation, two 
or 
three 
democratic 
repreeeut- 
atives 
will 
be 
ousted 
and 
their 
republican 
contestants 
will 
be seated. 
Thus, you see, the dem- 
ocratic ascendancy will be overcome, 
and at the next dav's ballotiug Mr. Har- 
rison will be elected his own successor. 
Of course the democratic senate will 
hear imn«ediately of the unseating 
of 
democrats in the house, and will at- 
tempt, by way of keeping things even, 
to oust as many republican senators as 
there have been democratic representa- 
tives 
kicked 
out 
of 
the 
house. 
The 
question 
of 
a 
contested 
elec- 
tion being one of the 
very highest 
privilege, 
the 
committee 
on 
elec- 
tions is always entitled to the floor. 
The committee will report, and the dem- 
crats will attempt to rush the cases 
through. 
Just here iswheie Lieutenant 
Governor Robertson is expected to make 
a display of his skill. 
The grand per- 
formance of Lieut.. Gov« Bod Kennedy 
in Ohio is to be repeated by Mr. Rob- 
ertson in Indiana on a grander scale and 
with far more dazzling 
effect, 
Mr. 
Robertson will recognize no democrat 
who attempts to move the previous ques- 
tion, but will readily recognize a repub- 
lican who wants to adjourn. He will re- 
fuse a call for t^^e yeas and nays on that 
motion, and will declare the senate ad- 
journed. 
If the democratic secretary of 
the senate does not arrange the journal 
as Mr. Robertson wants it done, then 
the latter gentleman will keep the books 
himself. 
The democrats may refrain 
from voting for 
senator 
next day, 
but the 
record 
will show 
seventy- 
six votes for Mr. Harrison, a majority of 
the whole number of senators and repre- 
sentatives, and this will suffice for a re- 
publican senate to give Mr. Harrison 
his seat. 


SBNATOB SMITH TO THE BKSCUK. 


The republican plan, as I have out- 
lined it, is faithfully correct, and it is a 
pretty program, but will it work? 
I 
think not. 
There is good reason why it 
will not work. 
In the first place it may 
be set down as a certainty that Mr. 
Robertson will not be lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Indiana this winter. 
He may 
be next winter, but not this. 
Hence he 
will not be the presiding officer of the 
senate, and he cannot perform the Bob 
Kennedy act, according to advertise- 
ment. 
It is the opinion of nearly every 
eminent lawyer in this state, no matter 
what his politics, that the election for 
lieutenant governor in this month was 
unauthorized, because there was no va- 
cancy in the office. 
When it was va- 
cated 
by 
General 
Manson, 
Senator 
Smith, by virtue of his position as the 
pro tempore president of the senate, be- 
came the acting iieutenant governor, 
and is entit ed to hold the place till 
the end of Gov. Gray's term. 
In 
the 
event of Gov. Gray's death or resigna- 
tion, he would become governor of 
the 
state. 
There has been some doubt as to 
what Senator Smith would do in the 
matter, because, as was said in my dis- 
patch of yesterday, the question is one 
purely personal. 
But there is no longer 
any doubt as to course Mr. Smith will 
pursue. 
At a meeting of the committee 
of safety yesterday he announced his in- 
tention of contesting Mr. Robertson's 
claim to the office of lieutenant gover- 
nor. 
He will sue out an injunction to 
prevent a certificate of election from 
issuing to Mr. Robertson, and the mat- 
ter will be settled by the supreme court 
before the legislature convenes. 
It 
dollars to cents that the decision of 
the 
supreme court will be in favor of Green 
Smith. 
The majority of the supn me 
court judges are democrats, though I do 
not know that the political complexion 
of that tribunal has anything to do with 
the Qase. 


A THOBOUGHLY CONSISTENT OOHCTBSS. 


Mr. Smith's resolve is entirely consis- 
tent with his past conduct relative to the 
lieutenant governorship. 
He said to 
me last summer at the Scottsburg 
con- 
vention which nominated Hon. 
Jonas 
Howard for congress, that the opinion 
of the attorney general that there was a 
vacancy in the office of lieutenant gover- 
nor was erroneous. 
"I am," said he, 
the acting lieutenant governor, and en- 
titled to the succession, should there be 
a vacancy in Governor Gray'a office be 
fore the end of his term. 
I propose to 
hold 
on 
to 
the 
place, 
no mat- 
ter who is elected." 
I had forgotten 
this conversation until reminded of it on 
yesterday. 
Senator Smith gave ample 
notice of his claim to the office. 
At the 
democratic state convention his name 
was 
placed In nomination for 
the 
office of lieutenant governor. 
He was a 
delegate to the convention, and at once 
sprang to his feet and demanded that 
his name be withdrawn. 
He declined 
to become a candidate for an office of 
which he was already the 
incumbent, 
with two years yet to serve. 
He notified 
the convention that he would not sur- 
render the office unless compelled to do 
so. 
The constitution of the state pro- 
vides that a lieutenant governor shall be 
elected for a term of four years. 
Yet 
Mr. Robertson cannot claim that his 
term will sxtend beyond the next regu- 
lar election, now only two years distant. 
There are several instances where 
the 
pro tempore presiding officer of the sen- 
ate has become governor of a state. 
You will remember one in 
Kentucky. 
When Governor Magt ffin abdicated in 
1862, there was no lieutenant governor 
iu office, and General Robertson, 
then 
pro tempore president of the senate, be- 
came governor." 
The more you study 
the CMse of Senator Smith, the more you 
are convinced that his position is cor- 
rect; and the republicans need 
not 
shriek "Conspiracy!" because, forsooth, 
he proposes to hold on to his office. 
As 
I have frequently said in this oorres- 
pondence, the democracy has nothing to 
do with this matter. 
Mr. Smith is re- 
sponsible for his own actions, and I feel 
safe in asserting that he would insist on 
bis rights if the lieutenant governor 
elect were a democrat.

Msn Who 
DefMted 
ConfriiMiii»» 
Morrison In nUnols. 


That a man of the noine of Baker should 
defeat the popular and distingniished Mr. 
Morrison for the Fiftieth congress—more- 
over, not only Baker, but Jehu Baker—is one 
of the election surprises 
that 
extended 
beyond the state of lUinois. 


Yet Hon. Jehu Baker is a good deal of a 
man himself. 
He is a lawyer and a juJge; 


he has some old 
fashioned notions, 
one of 
which is 
temperance. 
He 
cannot be said to 
be a prohibitionist; 
rather, a tee'^otaler. 
Strangely enough, 
during the whole 
c a m p a i g n 
h e 
scarcely entered a 
drinking 
saloon, 
S t 
Clair county, 
whose votes elected 
him, 
is 
strongly 
JEHtJ BASXR. 
a g a i n s t prohibi- 


tion, yet it sent Mr. Baker to congress in 
spite of his temperance ideas. 
These do not 
seem to have entered into the campaign 
one way or the other. 


He wa-s bom in Kentucky in 1822, and like 
most men v/^ho get into congress, studied law. 
He made a mark in his profession. His home 
is at Belleville, Bis. 


CJongress is not new to Mr. Baker. 
He 
has been a member thereof twice before, in 
1866-68. 
Moreover, 
Mr. 
Morrison as an 
opponent is not new to him, either. 
He and 
Morrison have been rivals in politics for 
twenty years. 
Both times he was elected to 
congfress Morrison was his Democratic oppo- 
nent. 
Again they ran in opposition in 1870, 
and this time Morrison bested Baker. 
Thus 
he has defeated the "horizontal reduction" 
congressman three times, and has been de- 
feated by him once. 
It is said that he ha» 
a powerful voice and great command 
of 
language. 
From that fact he might be ex- 
pected to write a book called the "Grandeur 
and Decadence of the Romans," which he 
did. 
He has also written other boolcs, but 
the "Grandeiir and Decadence of the Romans" 
is his best. 


After being defeated by Morrison in 1870, 
Judge Baker was appointed President Grant's 
minister to Venezuela. 
He remained there 
till after the incoming of the Democratic ad- 
ministration last year. 
Then he came home 
to Belleville. 
Since then, says a correspond- 
ent, "he has walked about the streets of his 
town, talking U) himself, until some of the 
people there thought he was crazy. 
But it 
was a mere ' habit he has of thinking aloud- 
He began last year to plan Morrison's defeat, 
and was merely going over the details of the 
work to be done. 
Many people talk to them- 
selves, but not all to such purpose as Hon. 
Jehu Baker. 
He is a high tariff man, and 
considers that Mr. Morrison was defeated by 
his free trade doctrines. 
This seems to be a 
protection year in politics. 


Naval officers belonijing to the Atlantic 
squadron do not adore Jehu Baker. 
When 
he was minister to Venezuela some officers of 
our fleet were invited to a Washington cele- 
bration in that country. 
The freedom of the 
capital was given to them by Guzman Blanco, 
then president, with the request that they 
pay no bills. 
But after they had gone Min- 
ister Baker gathered up their bills and sent 
them to the secretary of state. 
It made 
things awkward all around. 


Prince TValdemar of Bnlgrarla. 


If ever a royal family was bom to pure 
luck it is the ruling house of Denmark. 
Of 
the six children of the king and queen all 
now wear or are heirs to a crown. The oldest 
daughter will be queen of England, the sec- 
ond daughter is already empress of Russia, 
the third daughter is >Tife of the Duke of 
Ctimberiand, claimant to the throne of Han- 
over. 
The second son is king of Greece, and 
now Waldemar, the youngest child, who is 
not yet 30 years old, has been elected prince 
of the troubled little coimtry of Bulgaria. 


The prince was born Oct. 27, 1858. 
Hi» 
name, Waldemar, is also spelled Valdema?, 
and 
in 
Russian 
Vladimir. 
Walde- 
mar at the time of 
his election was a 
simple 
lieutenant 
in 
the 
D a n i sh 
n a v y . 
H e is a 
d u m p y 
f a c e d 
young man, who 
wears 
spectacles. 
He was the impe- 
cunious sprig of 
royalty 
w h o 
a 
year ago married 
Princess 
M a r i e 
Amelie, daughter 
of the French Due 
de Chartres. 
The French dukes are very 
rich, 
and 
Waldemar, 
with 
the 
pro- 
verbial luck of 
his family, made a good 
thing out of his marriage. 
He is a Prot- 
estant, she a Roman Catholic. 


The legislative body of Bulgaria is called 
the sobranje, pronounced so-bran-ye, and it 
elected Waldemar king after a secret session 
of three hours. 
But his election fell cold and 
flat upon the j^eople. Their hearts were still 
with the handsome Prince Alexander, whom 
Russia drove away from Bulgaria. 
By the 
treaty of Berlin, in 1878, no member of the 
mling house of any of the great Euro- 
pean powers can be elected prince of Bul- 
garia. 
It is a principality 
tributary to 
Turkey. 


Prince Waldemar promised to accept the 
throne of 
Bulgaria 
provided 
his father 
granted him permission. 
There is an ex- 
ample of filial respect for you. 
But the 
king of Denmark refused to allow his son to 
have anything to do with the subject. 
So 
the powers were compelled to seek elsewhere. 


PRINCE 
WALDEMAB. 


I>onn Piatt on J e h u Baker. 


He is a grotesque old fellow, says Donn 
Piatt in The Washington Capital, and might 
have sat for the portrait of Judge Bardwell 
Slote in "The Mighty Dollar," or the cele- 
brated Judge Waxem. 
In appearance he 
looks like the old fashioned representations 
of "Uncle Sam," and his great hobby is 
oratory. During the Garfield and Arthur ad- 
ministrations Baker was minister to Venza- 
ela, and some comical stories are told of his 
behavior there. 
Three years ago the people 
of that country erected a statue to Wash- 
ington and Baker was invited to deliver 
the oration. 
He made a sensation, using 
the English 
and 
Spanish languages 
in- 
discriminately, and the populace of 
that 
country considered it a jtaagnificent achieve- 
ment 
The oration was written in English, 
then translated into Spanish and committed 
to memory. 
When the Hon. Jehu stuck on 
a Spanish word he would plunge into his 
mother tongue, which never deserts him, and 
as soon as he could gather himself together 
would give the audience a dose of Spanish 
again. 
He had a mighty voice, and could 
have competed with Fog Horn 
Allen, of 
Ohio, with great ease. 
Senator Cullom once 
said that he believed that if all the people ia 
the world could be gathered in une audience 
Jehu Baker could make them hear.
